Highways in United States—Farm- 


ers Blamed for Condition.. 


"There are 6,500,000 farmers in the 


United.States, the most of whom raise 
something for the market," says the 
American Highway ''association. 


"They have been described by Dr. T. 


N. Carver, the Harvard. university ex- 
pert in economics who was engaged 
last year by the department of agri- 
culture to draw plane for the organi- 
zation of a rural community, as tem- 
peramentally an 'independent, head- 
strong, 
individualistic 
class, and, 


therefore, difficult to organize. That 
they are 'difficult to organize' is evi- 
denced by the fact that there are 
2,000,000 miles of unimproved public 
roads in the United States over which 
they must haul their products to mar- 
ket at a loss of approximately $300,- 
000,000- every year, or about the total 
assessed value of property, real and 
personal, in South Carolina. That they 
are 'independent' of good, roads to 
their .own great, loss is evidenced by 
the enormous waste of both money 
and muscle in trying to do business 
without good .roads and their appar- 
ent, lack of interest in compelling their 
representatives in - legislatures and 
"congress to provide highways for their 
service. 


• "Good roads vare equally necessary 
to "'both the production.and distribu- 
tion of farm products.' 'They are pre- 
'requisite,' -says. Mr.- Houston, secre- 
tary of agriculture, in his last annual 
.report/'not only to economical produe- 
-tion and - distribution, out to the pro- 
moti6n of the broader life of commu; 
'tiities. The"great need, obviously, Is 
/or;roads which'will get products from 
tfie farm to the nearest ^railway sta- 
tion, enabling the farmer to haul when 
he cannot sow or reap,-and-to haul at 
a,' lower rate, to transport His cfiildren 
to 'cbns'oifilat'ed schools and to enjoy 
comfortably his social {enterprises.' 
There can be, indeed, no such thing as 
community life without good roads. To 
'assure such life there~inust Be ease of 
communication 
and 
transportation, 


and, 
as Doctor Carver expressed it, 


''as the characteristic- evils of urban 
life grow out of congestion, so do the 
characteristic evils of rural life grow 
3Ut of isolation. Except for a few rare 
souls, isolation means stagnation.' 


"As a rule, town schools are better 


than country schools because the 
means of transportation, or the streets 
ind roads, are better in the towns 
than in the country.' On the so-called 
great highway between Washington 
and Richmond there is a stretch of 
about fifteen miles on -which in the 
f|Ql and winter farm wagons and auto- 
mobiles sink to the hubs and traffic is 
practically impossible, and this high- 
way between the two capitals must be 
judged by the soft and not the hard

among the farmers, fruit growers and 
Dthers looking to the economic han- 
iling of their business. But there can 
b - no adequate co-operation among 
farmers without the first essential of 
the best farming success—good public 
roads. Improved highways mean im- 
proved farming, increased values of 
farming lands, improved standards of 
farming products, improved banking 
frenn and facilities, improved country 
achfols, churches and homes. Without 
Improved public highways there will 
r-ontinue the fearful economic waste 
which has operated against the pros- 
perity cf the farmers and made them 
the prey of the combinations which 
dave fattened on their spoil."

LESSON FOR APRIL 30 


PETER DELIVERED FROM PRISON. 


WESSON TEXT—Acts 12:1-19 
GOLDEN TEXT—The angel of Jehovah 
encampeth round about them that fear 
him, and dellvereth them.—Psalms 34:7. 


One day the "sons of Zebedee" de- 


sired Jesus to grant a carte blanche 
petition. Pressed further as to their 
particular request, they petitioned for 
the seats of authority on the right 


I and left hand of Jesus in glory. In 


reply Jesus said that such a petition 
was not a proper one nor intelligent- 
ly asked, but according to their in- 
trepid assertions of willingness they 
should be baptized with his baptism 
of death (Mark 10.35-45), and that 
the greatest of his followers should 
be "servant of all." 
Today's lesson is 


a fulfillment of that prophecy. 


1. Peter in Prison, the Church Pray- 


ing (vs. 1-6). Persecutions had been 
resumed (9:31) after a temporary lull. 
Some people serve^ Christ by living, 
others by yielding up their lives for 
his sake. James (not the one men- 
tioned in chapter 15) was slain and 
Peter's death delayed in order not to 
pollute the feast of the Jewish Holy 
we'ek. Peter's position -was. perilous. 
Sixteen soldiers guarded him in a Ro- 
man dungeon. 
But his enemies had 


left God out of their calculations and 
the believers had linked themselves 
.through Jjrayer with the source of all 
power. 
Against such a force Herod's" 


cunning plan, whereby he might curry 
favor -with the Jews (v. 3), is power- 
less. But it is now almost the hour 
for Peter's execution. 
Why the de- 


lay? 
The greater to demonstrate 


the power of God. Herod and the Jews 
cared not for, nor recognized, Easter, 
but God cared for tiis servant and hon- 
ored the prayers of his saints. Peter's 
faith in tne plans and purposes of 
God is indicated by his slumber and 
the need of being fully awakened ,by 
the angel. There are four things about 
that vigil of prayer (v. 5) offered by 
the church on Peter's behalf, which 
was so wondrously answered. (1) It 
was directed "unto God." Some pray- 
ers are offered to audiences or the 
ears of man, but not such as are an- 
swered. We have heard prayers, so- 
called, offered where the name of 
Jesus is never mentioned, and scarce 
ly the name of God. Literally (v. 5) 
this was a "stretch-out-ed-ly" prayer, 
and its earnestness was such as to 
circumvent this vile grandson of 
Herod the Great. 
(2) It was made 


"without ceasing" ("earnestly" R. V.) 
There was a sincerity and an intensity 
of desire on Peter's behalf which Ian 
guage can scarcely express (See also 
Rom. 8:26). 
The same word is used 


of our Lord's prayer in the garden 
when "His sweat was as great drops 
of blood falling down to the ground" 
(Luke 22.44, Rom. 15 30, Col. 4'12, 
13, R. V.) There is little such prayer 
to be found, but once found it is an 
swered. 


II. Prayer Answered, Peter at Liberty 


(vs. 7-11). 
The messenger of God 


(v. 7) brought light, yet the servant 
of God needed awakening, a sugges- 
tion to apply to our modern church 
life. 
His method of awaking Peter 


suggests that it often takes sharp 
blows to arouse us to our duties and 
privileges. 
The sinner has to be 


awakened before he can be delivered. 
Deliverance is more needed than 
sleep. 


III. Joy and Amazement (vs. 12-17)

65:24), but such 
a prompt and complete deliverance - 
was not expected, and it amazed and 
bewildered them. Rhoda seemed to 
be expecting Peter, for as soon as she 
answered Peter's rap at the door she 
recognized his voice (v. 14), and from 
sheer joy over the good news she was 
able to communicate it to those pray- 
ing, but she neglected the important 
duty of opening the door for Peter. 
She was only a "maid" and her mes- 
ir^ij-'e was but foolishness (Luke 24: 
i l ) , which her elders sought to ex- 
plain, but poor Peter still outside, 
'continued l-nockmg," which soon con- 
vinced tiiobt 
, ithin, and upon open- 


ing 11 door they "saw him" and were 
astoiusned." 
Calming their fears and admonish- 


ing them to hold, their peace (v. 17), 
Peter turned their thoughts from him- 
self to Jesus and commanded that 
James, the leader ol Uie Jerusalem 
church, and "tlip b.ethren," be in- 
formed of his deliverance.
